Wheeling Is 
7 Wears-Old 
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Nix Village Hall Bids 


All bids submitted for construction of a 


new municipal building in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage were turned down Tuesday because 
they came in just too high. 


The bids, which all had been sent to the 


village board by Aug. 4, will now be re- 
turned. Bidding on the project will be re- 
opened after several revisions are made in 
the building plans. 


Acting on recommendation of Otis & As- 


sociates, architects for the buildings, and 
the Capital Improvements Committee, the 
board decided that reductions should be 
made in the plans and new bids be sought 
so that they would be more in line with the 
funds budgeted in the bond issue last Feb- 
ruary. 


The bids are for a $1,040,000 two-building 


municipal complex including a village 
hall, police headquarters and central fire 
station at 
Wellington and Biesterfield 


roads. 


ACCORDING TO Trustee George Coney, 


the architects came to this conclusion af- 
ter discussion of the bids Monday night 
and an all-day session Tuesday. The action 
came, apparently, because the bids came 
in higher than the original bid estimates 
made by the board. 


"The architects were able to effect con- 


siderable reduction in costs with a major 
portion of the reduction in the mechanics 
of the heating system," Coney said. 


The building size and major plans will 


remain the same, with small interior 
changes made to reduce the cost, he ex- 
plained. 


"We will be changing to a different type 


heating system which will reduce costs by 
$100,000," Coney said. Other changes will 
include a steel and frame construction to 
replace a cement floor slab and per- 
manent partitions to replace plans for 
movable ones. 


"THE REVISIONS are to the extent that 


the drawings must be redone. It appears 
that it'll take about five weeks until we 
reopen the bids," he said. 


In other action, the board delayed con- 


struction of the teen center by again de- 
ferring approval of the building permit for 
further discussion with the park district on 
the lack of parking space. 


The center, which was approved last 


April, is to be a prefabricated cedar struc- 
ture to be assembled on the bite at Lions 
Park. 


The park district wished to consolidate 


spaces at the center and Lions Pool The 
center is designed for 13 parking stalls and 
the pool parking lot for 88 


Village Mgr. Charles \\illis said he re- 


viewed site plans, location and map. and 
visited the site. "I believe the technical 
elements are being satisfied, but the park- 
ing spaces are insufficient." he said 


THE PARK DISTRICT has maintained 


that there will be no conflict with the pool 
and that adequate space is available for 
lat»r 
expansion, 
although 
insufficient 


funds make it impossible at the time 


Trustee Ronald Chernick said action on 


the center shouldn't be delayed becuse 
the park district would increase the lot 
size if necessary. 


However, a committee with trustee 


Charles Zettek as chairman was estab- 
lished for further discussion of the prob- 
lem.

A preliminary hearing in Criminal Court

Killoran was 
arrested July 9 by Wheeling police. He is 
currently in the Cook County Jail where he 
is being held without bail. 


HEATHER WAS the daughter of Rich- 


ard and Marlene Pittelkow, 312 S. Mil- 
waukee Ave., Wheeling. The child's father 
was serving in the armed forces in Viet- 
nam at the time of her death. 


A Cook County coroner's autopsy re- 


vealed the child died from a beating. Kill- 
oran brought the unconscious child to the 
Wheeling police station June 26. She failed 
to respond to emergency treatment by po- 
lice or doctors at Holy Family Hospital.

Regner began his campaign against the 


large vehicles when he received contin- 
uous complaints from local residents about 
the construction trucks. 


In his letter to McGuire, Regner lists the 


five most common violations reported of 
the trucks: speeding in posted areas, 
speeding in unposted areas, spilling loads 
on highways, covered vehicle plates and 
reckless driving. 


Regner then points out that all the viola- 


tions listed are adequately covered in pre- 
sent Illinois law. 


"With violations and penalties spelled 


out as they are in the statutes," he wrote, 
"I do not feel that further legislation is 


necessary. What is needed is strict en- 
forcement by the state, county and local 
law enforcement officials." 


Regner cited an incident which occurred 


on Aug. 7 as an example of what can hap- 
pen. "A rock flew off one of these speed- 
ing, illegally loaded trucks and went 
through the windshield of a car driven by 
a friend from Barrington Hills. She was 
fortunate that she maintained control of 
the car and the only loss sustained was the 
damage to the car." 


Although Regner is concerned with the 


heavy truck traffic throughout the area, 
he mentioned the specific boundaries of 
Route 58, west of Mount Prospect Road 
and Route 62, north of Route 58. 


"I personally have witnessed many vio- 


lations," the representative said, "and I 
do not feel it is any one hauler in particu- 
lar, but a general feeling of the truck driv- 
er — daring the automobile driver to com- 
pete with them."

Board Holds Con-Con Lottery 


The state Electoral Board drew tots for 


new ballot placements of Third District 
delegate candidates to the Constitutional 
Convention Tuesday night — and Lady 
Luck changed her mind about who should 
get top spot. 


In a court-ordered lottery, the four can- 


didates who had held the choice top ballot 
positions slipped down to the anonymous 
canter when names were pulled from a 
coffee can. 


Now heading the Third District ballot of 


16 names is Wilford Bobbins of Mount 
Prospect, formerly in eighth place. 


Second and third places go to the father 


and son team of Robert Bush, the son and 
Annis Bush, both of Mount Prospect. 
Fourth is Mrs. Mary Carlson of Prospect 
Heights. 


FORMERLY HOLDING these favored 


positions were the two candidates end- 
orsed by the Democrat committeemen in 
the sUte's Third Senate District, followed 
by the two Republicans endorsed by the 
Republican Central Committee of Cook 
County. 


Eugene Griffin of Arlington Heights, 


o-ce at the pinnacle, has dropped to sev- 
enth place. Thomas J. Johnson Jr. of Bar- 
rington had followed Griffin in second 
place and still follows him, but in eighth 
place. 


Mrs. Virginia Macdonald of Arlington 


Heights, third on the ballot, wound up fifth 
from the bottom. William Engelhardt of 
Inverness, went from fourth place to sev- 
enth from the bottom. 


Lester Bonaguro of Arlington Heights re- 


mained in the fifth place through the 
three-hour lottery system of selecting bal- 
lot placements. 


The state Electoral Board had been or- 


dered by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Friday to hold a lottery to determine 
ballot positions for candidates to Con-Con. 


PAUL POWELL, secretary of state had 


been charged with granting preferential 
placement on the Con-Con ballots to politi- 
cal friends. 


The court, acting on a suit filed by Chi- 


cago Atty. Bernard Weiaberg, indeed 


found "discrimination employed" in the 
proposed order of names on the ballot for 
the Sept. 23 primary. 


Powell then opposed the lottery method 


of selecting placements as ordered by the 
court and Jack Cassidy of Peoria, attor- 
ney for Powell, asked the court to vacate 
the order on lottery. 


The same three judges who originally 


ordered the unique election lottery turned 
down the motion to vacate that order. The 
judges rejected arguments that a lottery 
system is illegal and unprecedented. 


The judges said their lottery system 


could be conducted "within a matter of 
hours" by the secretary of state, "and de- 
lay in the timetable of the Constitutional 
Convention rests in the hands of the secre- 
tary of state," they said. 


THE ELECTORAL BOARD, made up of 


the state's top officers, including Powell, 
met Monday to consider Friday's court 
ruling but recessed until Tuesday to await 
outcome of the motion to vacate. The

the Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary 
District. 


The agreement holds the MSD to provid- 


ing an interceptor to the unincorporated 
community. Work is required to be started 
in 1969 and completed by 1971. 


The engineering committee will recom- 


mend to the MSD board Aug. 2» that the 
two contracts totaling $3.7 million area be 
advertised for bid. 


A PROPOSED EXTENSION of the Al- 


gonquin Road interceptor sewer was not 
recommended for bid advertising. Also in 
two separate construction contracts, this 
project would have added 3Vb miles to an 
existing interceptor which deadends 600 
feet southeast of Plum Grove Road. 


Trustees said they will not approve oth- 


• er construction until fate of a bill author- 
izing $380 million in nonreferendum bonds 
is decided by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie. 


Committee members indicated when 


their 1970 revenues are assured, they will 
make up a list of priority projects for 
spending. Members also discussed setting 
up a criteria system for determining prior- 
ities.

If and when Arlington Park requests ad- 


ditional service, an additional well or 
wells will undoubtedly have to be drilled. 
Gene Wilroth, director of public works, 
said that obtaining the additional water 
supply will be "no problem at all," but 
that it is impossible at this stage of devel- 
opment to determine just how much water 
would be needed. 


While a well and appropriate equipment 


could cost $175,000, by the time the park 
would need the service, the taxes from the 
entertainment-commercial complex would 
far overshadow the cost. Annual tax reve- 
nue from the par'c in the future could well 
top the $400,000 mark. 


Under the agreement the village also 


agrees to build police and fire substations 
on the property if requested by the owner. 
The land must be donated by the park, 
and the village may combine the site of 
both substations.

Heights. If conditions at Arlington Park

Hebrew letters meaning "The House of 


the Living" grace the bright blue entry 
sign at Shalom Memorial Park, Palatine, 
the only all-Jewish cemetery in the subur- 
ban northwest. 


The philosophy behind the words is that 


the park is in large part for survivors who 
return to visit. The hope is that the mag- 
nifi; • t rolling lawns, flower beds and 
shrubs will fill the visitor with a closeness 
to ever-living nature. 


TWO LAMPS, ALSO at the entrance on 


Rand Road in Arlington Heights, are set 
aflame on the day of a funeral and ex- 
tinguished when all rites for the day are 
over. Beyond the entry, college students 
work on the grass, trees and foliage. In 
such a garden-type facility, all markers 
must be flush with the ground. 


A Tower of Remembrance, erected in 


memory of the millions of Jews who suf- 
fered in Germany during World War II 
and to all martyrs in Jewish history, 
stands regally on a bill. The five-pillared 
structure denotes the tower in the Bible 
near which the Israelites camped before 
crossing the Red Sea in their flight to 
Egypt. 


Surrounding the tower are 12 mosaics, 


showing the flags of the tribes of Israel in 
the time of Moses. Current plans call for 
constructing a wall in the shape of the 
Star of David around the tower and at that 
time the mosaics will hang on the wall. 


AT 
A 
CHAPEL-IN-THE-WOODS, 
an 


open-air chapel near a peaceful lagoon, 
services are held on Memorial Day for 
veterans in the Park and during the Jew- 
ish high holidays for all interred in the 
cemetery. 


A seven-branched Menorah, an historic 


candelabrum which serves as the Park's 
symbol, is used in many ways. A large 
graceful structure overlooks Rand Road 
and smell metal Menorahs take the place 
of legs on imported marble benches on the 
grounds. 


Rabbi Jay Karzen of Maine Township 


Jewish Congregation said that the best ex- 
planation of the number of branches is 
their correlation to the days of the week. 
The Menorah itself is the symbol of God's 
light to the world. 


OTHER ARTISTIC WORKS greet the 


park visitor. Included is an original mo- 
saic work made from stones gathered 
from Biblical sites. Eight panels depict the 
top of a mountain, the blazing sun, a char- 
iot, horses and the prophet Elijah being 
called to heaven.

FUNERALS GENERALLY do not take 


place on weekends. They are prohibited 
for religious reasons on Saturdays and 
union rules make it difficult for Sunday 
services. Rabbi Karzen said that a former

Maybe that was what the congressman 
had in mind. 


At any rate, if passing a tax reform bill 


gives members of Congress such a satis- 
fying sense of accomplishment, one won- 
ders why they don't do it more often. 


If I could do something thatwould make 


me feel that good, I certainly wouldn't 
wait 50 years between times. 


My supposition is that all of the lawgi- 


vers who participated in the last tax re- 
form had either been defeated, died in of- 
fice or forgotten how nice it was. 


Now that memories have been refresh- 


ed, perhaps we can look forward to tax 
reforming on a regular basis. I personally 
would favor having a historic week every 
two or three years.

a couple of events," says the proud Mrs. 
Burrow. 


"Yeh, but those were the events she 


dropped," Donna reminds her mother. 


The family scrapbooks, meticulously 


maintained by Mrs. Burrow, contain pages 
of triumphs and chapters of memories. 


"Donna and Bonnie were on Ted Mack's 


Amateur Hour back in '64, doing an acr- 
obatic routine," says Mrs. Burrow as she 
leafs proudly through the pages. 


BROTHER DALE watches critically as Donna (front) and 
Bonnie work out on the balance beam in the Burrows' front 
yard. Countless hours of impromptu practice at home and 


organized work at the Engitrom Gym Club in Oak Park 
have made the Burrows one of the finest gymnastics fami- 
lies in the state. 


"Don't forget the time I was on Bozo's 


Circus with a team of gymnasts," laughs 
Dale. 


"That's right. He was on Bozo. . ." 
"And 
I would have a pretty good job 


offer if I wasn't so chunky," says Donna, 
evoking another round of laughter from 
mother, sister, and brother. 


Recalling the incident early this sum- 


mer, Mrs. Burrow says: "A woman came 
around to Engstrom looking for talent for 
a professional acrobatic group appearing 
in Las Vegas. She said they were very 
much interested in Bonnie, and would hire 
her just for the summer if she was going 
to school in the fall. Bonnie declined the 
offer, but the woman has called several 
times since then and said that anytime 
Bonnie might be interested in joining the 
group to just call her. 


"The day she was up at Engstrom, the 


woman also said they were interested in 
the blond girl — Donna — but that she was 
a little too chunky." 


Donna, as cute as her sister if a few 


pounds heavier, takes it all with the good 
nature of a Burrow: "I can't help it if Dad 
and I are the fatties of the family." 


And everyone laughs again, the close- 


ness and the lightheartedness of a happy 
family echoing gaily through the house. 


They've come a long way together, 


Bruce and Bonnie and Donna and Dale, 
and being together has helped them do it. 


"Having ail of them interested In gym- 


nastics has really helped," says Mrs. Bur- 
row. 
"They practice more, for one thing, 


because there's somebody to practice 
with. And they help each other — one can 
see what the other is doing wrong." 


"And, 
besides, it takes two to haul the 


beam out," laughs Donna in reference to 
the heavy balance beam they use to prac- 
tice on outside when the weather permits.

though, and Bonnie will be off to school 
this fall — to Southern Illinois University. 
Next fall Donna, a senior at Fremd, plans 


on attending Kent University in Ohio. Both 
will participate in gymnastics, of course.

year. 


The Flying Burrows, the family dynasty, 


is it coming to an end then? 


"I guess we will miss Bonnie, just like 


we missed Bruce," says Donna. 


"Bruce who?" replies Dale, and ah1 is 


laughter in the Burrows' den. 


And things return to normal. ..

And Arnie Tries Again 
It's PGA Tourney Time

DAYTON, Ohio (UPI) - 
Professional 


golf is loaded with so many different 
trade-marks, nobody knows which brand 
to buy anymore. 


There's the familiar little green alliga- 


tor, 
the miniature black-and-white pen- 


guin, the little golden bear and the small 
silver what-not. 


Then there's that tiny umbrella which 


has been moving pretty good lately also. 
Everybody knows that's Arnold Palmer's 
private trademark. People recognize it ev- 
erywhere. They know his other trademark, 
Too. He's a great golfer but never has won 
the PGA championship. 


ARNOLD PALMER'S conspicuous fail- 


ure in this one, contrasted with his con- 
sistent success in all the others, has be- 
come his other trademark in much the 
same way as repeated failure to win the 
U. S. Open has become Sam Snead's. 


The first time Palmer ever took a 


whack at winning the PGA was back in 
1958. He was 28 then and didn't do so well. 
He finished 40th. 


The last time he had a crack it it a year 


ago, he did better. He finished in a tie for 


second place. But he didn't win, and that 
was the important thing. 


THE NEXT TIME Arnold Palmer gets 


a shot at the PGA is in the first round 
here today. In the past he has said of all 
the golf titles, the PGA means most to 
him now because it remains the only one 
which has eluded him. 


If anything, the PGA means more than 


ever to him at this particular point. 


For one thing, he never has missed mak- 


ing the Ryder Cup team, which is a major 
prestige symbol among the pros. The only 
way Palmer can possibly make the Ryder 
Cup team DOW would be by winning the 
PGA. 
That, and only that, could give him 


enough points. 


'WEN THERE' that other thing. Each 


year since he turned pro, Palmer has 
managed to win at least one tournament. 
His record so far this year is zero. Noth- 
ing. He's still looking for that first win. As 
a matter of fact he hasn't won a tourna- 
ment in 11 months and that matches the 
longest non-winning drought of his profes- 
sional career. 


Arnold Palmer, who'll be 40 in a few 


weeks, checked in here Tuesday by way of 


Latrobe, Pa., and Chatttanooga, Tenn., 
where he stopped only long enough t okipc 
up some new irons from his golf plant, and 
the first question he was asked, even be- 
fore he had a chance to change his shoes, 
was exactly how much did he want to win 
this one? 


Palmer did his best to answer the ques- 


tion. He was silent for some time and ob- 
viously was doing considerable thinking 
standing there between a row of lockers. 


"HOW 
DO YOU possibly put it?" he 


said, finally. "It's certainly very impor- 
tant to me. To say it means such and such 
is pretty difficult. One of my goals when I 
started out as a pro was to win my first 
tournament and as many other tourna- 
ments as I could. My intention was to win 
golf tournaments. Every one, if I could." 


Hadn't he said previously this one was 


the most important? 


"Well," Palmer conceded, "if you've 


won the others and you haven't won this 
one, then something is missing. I haven't 
won 'em all." 


How would he describe his feeling about 


winning the PGA then? 


"My feeling is I'll give it the best effort 


I have." 


Did he think his best would be good 


enough? 


"I FEEL MY game is good enough, yes, 


but the big problem is my mental attitude. 
I have to put my game together and keep 
it there for four days." 


Palmer was quoted not too long ago, fol- 


lowing a poor round, as saying, "it just 
ain't fun anymore." Now they wanted to 
know whether he had been quoted accu- 
rately. 


"I think it was taken a little out of con- 


text," he said. "My exact quote was 'it 
just ain't fun anymore to play like this.' 


THAT WAS REALLY the way the re- 


mark was made. But if he, the writer, 
wanted to drop the last part of what I said 
that's of no great concern to me." 


Palmer stuffed some of the clubs he 


brought with him into his locker and got 
ready to go out and play a few holes. 


"It's a tournament I've never won," he 


caid again, referring to the PGA. 


There will be many things Palmer will 


be remembered for. So far one of those 
things is never having won the PGA. It's 
like an annoying piece of lint on a dark 
blue suit.

Way Out of the Jam? 


President Nixon is to be com- 


mended for his proposed mass-tran- 
sit program to ease city-paralyzing 
traffic jams. 


The President has asked Congress 


to spend $10 billion during the next 
12 years on the most expensive 
mass-transit program in the na- 
tion's history. It would cover trans- 
portation systems ranging from sub- 
ways and rail lines to gravity-driven 
trains and air-cushion vehicles. 


In recommending that Congress 


authorize the money out of general 
revenues, Mr. Nixon has said the 
money would be spent mainly in 
grants to local governments, with 
the federal government supplying 
two-thirds of funds and the local 
areas one-third. 


Under its present program, the 


government is spending $175 million 
a year. The President set the level 
of spending for fiscal 1971 at $300 
million, and this would be increased 
each year until it reached a high of 
$1 billion a year in 1975. 


Especially worthwhile is inclusion 


of $500 million for research and de- 
velopment on advanced transit sys- 
tems and investigating the feasibil- 


ity of applying new ideas to the U.S. 
transportation system. 


The United States has spent $23.9 


billion to become first in space ex- 
ploration by realizing one of man- 
kind's most extraordinary achieve- 
ments — placing men on the moon. 
This accomplishment represented 
an accumulation of skill, knowledge, 
and technological brilliance which 
demonstrates what we can accom- 
p 1 i s h 
when 
we mobilize 
the 


e n o r m o u s abilities, resources, 
energies and will of this nation. 


Now it's time for us to devote at- 


tention to less spectacular but equal- 
ly challenging needs on Earth — 
like finding answers to the choking 
peak-hour congestion of a 100-mil- 
lion car America, to the need for 
more and more highways and park- 
ing lots gobbling up precious land 
and encouraging urban sprawl that 
in turn requires costly extension of 
public services. 


Our urban and suburban way of 


life is in a sorry state. If you don't 
believe it, sniff the gaseous air 
around a busy intersection; try to 
drive your car along the glutted, 
noisy and increasingly hazardous 


streets; fight your way to job, mar- 
ket, school, recreation and home on 
transit and highway systems al- 
ready staggering beneath today's 
overloads. 


Increasingly, we are becoming en- 


slaved to the demands of bumper-to- 
bumper congestion. The U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation esti- 
mates that the average city and sub- 
urban auto commuter is spending 
more than 13 per cent of his Mon- 
day-Friday waking hours in traffic! 


Given the high value placed on the 


freedom and the convenience of the 
private car, it must be figured into 
any solution for today's urban-trans- 
portation mess. 


The United States has the money, 


scientific and technical know-how to 
dramatically improve metropolitan 
living by building first-class urban 
mass transit systems. Lacking are 
the courage, imagination, and will 
to do so — and the good sense to use 
it. 


All these problems can and must 


be licked. President Nixon's bold 
and comprehensive transportation 
program is a significant step toward 
solutions. It merits Congressional 
support and approval. 


Spotlight: Dist. 23 


Think First of Children

Monday evening the Dist. 23 school 


board will decide whether to adopt a new 
budget for thr 1969-70 fiscal year. 


Only last month, school programs total- 


ing $36,500 were cut from the educational 
fund budget at a meeting attended by only 
four of the seven school board members. 


The board, in making the original cuts, 


was trying to reduce the heavy load of tax 
anticipation warrants the district will is- 
sue this year to receive adequate oper- 
ating 
money. The 
financial 
situation 


wasn't helped any by the defeat earlier of 
the June school tax hike referendum. 


SOME BOARD members interpreted the 


referendum's defeat as a sign that resi- 
dents wanted budget cuts Board members 
cited this as the reason behind a budget 
they adopted that would have eliminated 
such programs as intramural sports and 
Spanish at the junior high school. 


The budget C'lts, however, only served 


to arouse both dismay ana anger among 
many district teachers and parents. The 
following week, the board, with all seven 
members present, voted 5-2 to adopt a new 


tentative budget with the cuts restored. 


At this point it should be brought out 


that board members have spent many 
long hours in recent months thrashing out 
solutions to the district's financial di- 
lemmas. 


The community should appreciate the 


concern shown by the board in attempting 
to insure that the district remain on sound 
financial 
footing. 
Moreover, residents 


would be upset, and rightfully so, if the 
board adopted a budget that woudd send 
the district into bankruptcy. 


NEVERTHELESS, the primary concern 


of school board members is to give Dist. 
23 children the best possible education. 
Hopefully, they will adopt the budget with 
the educational cuts restored. 


If the cuts are restored the district will 


have to issue tax anticipation warrants 
against 59 per cent of the total amount of 
taxes it expects to collect during the year. 


Although admittedly not a desirable situ- 


ation, It is nevertheless significantly below 
the district's TAW load during fiscal 1968- 
69 which stood at 66 per cent. 


People throughout the nation are feeling 


the pinch of higher taxes. The defeat of 
the referendum cannot necessarily be in- 
terpreted as a signal that residents are 
indifferent or opposed to providing the 
best educational system possible for their 
children. 


Hopefully the board will think of the 


children in the district Monday night and 
will act in their interests by adopting the 
new budget.

The Nixon people are saying very little 


on the record—or for that matter, private- 
ly—about the miseries of Sen Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., resulting from his July 
18 auto accident in which a young secre- 
tary died. 


But in the deepest privacy of the Nixon 


councils, many members of which are 
lawyers by profession, there seems to be a 
c e n t r a l thought 
that Kennedy hurt 


himself 
by showing up at the Edgar- 


town, Mass., police station, hours after the 
accident, well-dressed and accompanied 
by a lawyer. 


A principal figure in the Nixon adminis- 


tration confided to some close friends 
recently:

thing. If I were in the same jam, I would 
have showed up at the police station, even 
if it was hours later, bedraggled, water- 
logged and completely alone.

support to his story of being in shock and 
not knowing exactly what he was doing.

BUT THE PROBLEM goes deeper. It's 


an example of the lack of cooperation be- 
tween Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates. 


The two communities, while not openly 


feuding, just never go out of their way to 
cooperate with each other. And it'i to the 


disservice of the residents in both commu- 
nities that they don't. 


It's unrealistic of the two communities, 


growing up side by side, intertwining, and 
surrounding each other not to get together 
regularly to discuss upcoming plans. 


Whether village officials in either com- 


munity like it, the destinies of both will 
always be closely linked. It's physically 
impossible for them not to be. 


How many Schaumburg or Hoffman Es- 


tates residents, driving down Golf or 
Roselle roads, know what community 
they're in? It's almost impossible to tell. 
In one instance, the north side of Golf 
Road is Schaumburg while the south side 
is Hoffman Estates, and a quarter mile 
later it's reversed. 


THE POLITICAL division of the two 


communities is as old as both. It started in 
1955 
when F & S Construction Co. com- 


pleted its first home in Parcel A of what is 
now Hoffman Estates.

of one community forming, 


which would have been logical, two were 
formed, each as a reaction to the other. 
Now the political division, which makes no 
geographic sense, continues. 


If you talk to Fred Downey, he'll tell you 


he's willing to sit down with Schaumburg 
officials. And Schaumburg Mayor Robert 
0. Atcher says the same thing. 


So, if everyone is willing, how come 


nothing ever happens along these lines? 
Why isn't a Jbint committee, made up of 
several trustees or interested citizens from 
both communities, activated? 


Why don't the two villages work togeth- 


er on such things as master road plans 
and other comprehensive public improve- 
ments? 


I think it's time for a summit meeting 


between Downey and Atcher, if not both 
entire village boards.

The special flavor of food cooked out- 


doors is so appealing to Bob and Marion 
Staley of Arlington Heights that they use 
their grill all year long. 


"Bob even cooks outside when the snow 


is flying," Marion laughingly remarked, 
"because a steak just doesn't taste the 
same broiled indoors." 


They like a hickory flavor on steaks and 


hamburgers, so Bob always soaks a hand- 
ful of hickory chips in a coffee can filled 
with water before tossing them on the hot 
coals. They also use this method in pre- 
paring a delicious Pot Roast Barbecue. 


While Bob browns the meat on the grill 


to seal in the juice and give it a mild hick- 
ory flavor, Marion prepares a zippy bar- 
becue sauce. This is thicker than most 
sauces, but just the right consistency for 
use in this recipe, where a runny sauce 
would be hard to manage. 


MARION PLACES HALF of the sauce in 


the center of a double thickness of heavy 
foil. The browned pot roast is placed over 
this and covered with celery, carrots, on- 
ion, green pepper and the remaining 
sauce. 


"The trick is to seal the foil tightly 


enough around the roast in double folds to 
keep the sauce from running out," Marion 
said. 


This "package" is placed on the grill 


and cooked for IVa to 2 hours.

Salt and pepper 


2 ribs celery, sliced 
2 carrots, sliced 
1 medium onion, sliced 
Vz green papper, sliced 
1 sheet heavy foil, 5 feet long and 18 
inches wide 
2 cups barbecue sauce 
Throw a handful of hickory chips that 


have been soaked in water for an hour on 
hot coals. Brown the roast slowly for 20 to 
30 minutes on the grill. Season with salt 
and pepper. 


In the meantime, prepare the following 


barbecue sauce: 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 medium onion, chopped 
Ve cup chopped celery 
3 tablespoons flour 
% cup water 
1 cup catsup 
2 tablespoons cider vinegar 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
1 teaspoon salt 
'/4 teaspoon pepper 


Melt butter; add onion and celery. Saute 


a few minutes. Stir in the flourl Slowty 
add water, keeping flame low. Add re- 
maining ingredients and simmer 10 min- 
utes. Let cool before placing on roast. 


After the roast has been browned, re- 


move from grill. Combine with other in- 
gredients in the following manner: 


Fold foil double. Place half of the bar- 


becue sauce in the center of the foil. Place 
the browned roast on top of the sauce 
Cover meat with celery, carrots, green 
pepper and onion. Cover with remaining 
sauce. 


Bring foil over, using tight double folds

and add '2 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon min- 
ced parsley and a pinch of cayenne pep- 
per Gradually add 1 tablespoon of fresh, 
strained lemon juice and blend. Makes 
enough for 1 large fish or 4 to 6 fillets. 


A favorite for outdoor cooking is a leg of 


lamb done on the rotisserie. To many, a 
necessity with lamb is mint, but instead of 
the traditional jelly, try this sauce. 


Chop '/4 cup mint leaves, fresh if pos- 


sible, and place in '/i cup of cider vinegar. 
In a sauce pan put '/< cup water, add '4 
cup brown sugar. Bring to boil for 2 min- 
utes until it makes a syrup. Add the mint 
and vinegar mixture. I like this served hot 
over lamb slices and you'll have ample for 
a 5 to 6-pound leg of lamb. 


Then, if you'd like something different in 


a fruit course, slice fresh strawberries in 
the proper quantity to serve your guests. 
Sweeten berries lightly and refrigerate. 
Combine 1 cup sour cream with 3 table- 
spoons fresh orange juice, Blend and let 
chill for several hours.

Time was — a few days ago — that I 


counted myself among the most fortunate 
of women to be married tj an exciting, 
adventuresome man.

He had raved about 
my sauteed frog's legs and professed to be 
genuinely fond of my eggplant sandwiches 
(a Southern dish). 


The package of squid was only 35 cents. 


Why, I didn't even know what a squid 
looked like. But who could resis. a 35-cent 
adventure? 


I suppose the course of adventure — like 


true love — never does run smooth. 


FIRST OF ALL, not every girl has a 


convenient squid recipe tucked in her apr- 
on pocket. The package — completely de- 
void of directions — left me 
floundering. 


I couldn't even count on a myriad of 


cookbooks for support. The New York 
Times' epic edition has only one recipe in 
which squid is a minor ingredient. And 
Grstronomic, a weighty volume replete 
with every cooking detail — including a 
dandy and handy recipe for the ever popu- 
lar braised camel hump — lists only a 
single squid entry. 


But the details it lists about the sea food 


delicacy are graphic and ghastly. The 
book raves on for paragraphs about re- 
moving the ink sac, and the tenacles. Te- 
nacles? 


Even before opening the package, I pan- 


icked. But bravado and beer fortified me. 


I SLOWLY OPENED the container. In- 


side rested one of the great traumas of my 
life. Elongated frozen bodies, their eyes 
still staring. 
} 


More beer. 


I adjourned to the patio for a serious 


reconsideration. (McDonald's is moments 
away.) 


Courage and adventure triumphed. 
I closed my eyes and gritted my teeth — 


with true grit. 


By now the monsters looked even worse. 


Their defrosting tenacles drcoped over the 
side of the bowl. They were still staring. 


Once the eyes were gone, {he situat'on 


seemed much calmer. All I had to do was 
remove the back bones and ink cacs. I 
recalled a paragraph in the cook book re- 
ferring to the flavor. But I certainly 
didn't believe that cook book. It also said 
the eyes were tasty. 


THE RECIPE CALLED for onions, gar- 


lic and tomatoes. Not one quarter cup or 
two tablespoons, just onions, garlic and to- 
matoes. No recipe could call for the 
mound of onions I chopped up, not to men- 
tion copious buds of garlic I slivered. 


Then there was the instruction to chop 


up the squid tenacles — just like little oc- 
topus arms. 


What's left of the squid after it is de- 


capitated is not unlike a manacotti shell 
closed on one end. I had lived this long, so 
I mixed the tomato, onion, garlic and te- 
nacles and stuffed the goo into the squid's 
shell and closed it. 


Finally, the whole horrible lot is sautaed 


in wine. Who knows how much wine the 


recipe actually recommends? I drank 
some and put some in the frying pan, 
drank some more and put some more in 
the frying pan. 


WE DINED BY CANDLE light, and ro- 


mance wasn't the only reason. Every time 
I sank my fork into a fat brown squid I 
saw those eyes and dangly tenacles. All of 
a sudden I was blaming my husband for 
having such bizarre eating habits. 


In spite of the agony I endured to pre- 


pare the meal, my fortitude in per- 
severing and three hours and 15 minutes 
of my life — he didn't care for squid. 


But for 35 cents — it has to be one of the 


cheapest adventures going. 


A Guide to Successful 'Freezer Living9 


"Freezer living," once limited mainly to 


rural households, is fast catching hold 
with budget-conscious families everywhere 
who have found they can minimize the spi- 
raling cost of living by stocking up on 
fresh and frozen foods when prices are 
lowest. 


As a guide to keeping frozen foods at 


their flavor peak, Hotpoint's Home Eco- 
nomics Institute offers these 10 rules for 
successful food freezing: 


Freeze only foods of high quality. Freez- 


ing will not improve the quality of food, 
only maintain it. 


Choose the best variety for your family. 


Don't use up valuable freezer space with 
foods that won't be eaten. 


Prepare food to be frozen Immediately, 


Keeping fresh food too long before freez- 
ing results in lessened quality and flavor. 


Always use moisture-vapor-proof wrapp- 


ing materials and containers that have 
been specially designed for use in freez- 
ers. 


Cool foods thoroughly before freezing, 


and follow reliable freezing instructions. 


When placing liquids or semi-liquid food 


in containers, leave about Mi-inch at the 
top to allow for expansion during freezing. 


Freeze foods in meal-sized packages to 


avoid waste. 


Freeze correct quantities. Most freezers 


are designed to freeze a maximum of ap- 
proximately three pounds, per cubic foot 
of freezer capacity, at one time. The con- 
trol dial in the normal position will main- 
tain sufficiently low temperatures in the 
freezer to freeze recommended quantities. 
If you have large quantities of foods to 
freeze, store part of it in the refrigerator 


until the first quantity is frozen. 


Place packages flat against refrigerated 


surfaces to freeze foods quickly. After 
packages are frozen solid they may be 
rearranged and stacked. 


Commercially frozen foods should not be 


allowed to thaw before being placed in the 
freezer. They can be stored any place in 
the freezer, but should be stored imme- 
diately. 


What about refreezing thawed foods? 


According to Hotpoint, foods which have 
thawed completely should not be refrozen. 
In an emergency, food may be refrozen if 
it is still firm and ice crystals remain. 
However, these foods will have lower qual- 
ity and less flavor. Shellfish should never 
be refrozen as it cannot be kept safely it 
temperatures above 10 degrees because of 
bacterial growth.

For the Oct. 7 election, Schaumburg vot- 


In the 
last village election, only six precincts 
were needed. 


The additional precincts will require 


election binders which cost $75 each. The 
eight new binders will be needed as the 
village grows, Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 
said. The cost will be about $600. 


If the village must also pay election 


judges, it could cost another $800. There 
must be five judges at each precinct.

The trustees wanted Dyke there during 


the discussion of the proposed ordinance 
Iweause it was Dyke who drew up the pro- 
posed ordinance 


DYKE IS ON vacation but is expected 


to return Monday Village Pres Ted C 
Scanlon said boaid discussion of the ordi- 
nance would be scheduled only after he 
confei rod with Dyke on a meeting date 


Monday the village board reviewed the 


proposed ordinance for possible points of 
contention, but did not reach any decisions 
on the final form of the ordinance 


The proposed ordinance was drawn up 


by Dyke after public hearings were held 
bv the zoning board of appeals 


Dyke's ordinance would allow recrea- 


tional trailers up to 32 feet long to be kept 
within the village limits 


Fxisting ordinances bar trailers of any 


t>pe ftom within village limits, even if 
they are stored indoors That law is too 
bi oad to stand up in court 
however, 


Wheeling Police officials claim 


Under Dyke's proposed ordinance, trail- 


ers shorter than 22 feet could be parked in 
a backyard if properly screened 
Larger 


trailers would have to be housed in ac- 
cessory buildings 


EVEN THE NEW ordinance would not 


allow people to live in trailers in the vil- 
lage, however 


Two citizens' groups have formed since 


discussion of the ordinance began 
One 


headed by D Wray Peal, wants Dyke's 
proposal passed by the village board The 
other group, headed by Wilfred Sommer, 


opposes trailers parked in backyards 


Sommer pointed out at Monday's meet- 


ing that Dyke attended only one of the two 
public hearings held on the proposed ordi-

Egan noted that the ordinance would allow 
eight-foot trailers but only six-foot high 
screening 
Because of those limits an 


eight-foot trailer would extend two feet 
higher than the screening, even though the 
ordinance requires the screening be at 
least as high as the trailer 


The trustees also objected to allowing 


visitors to park trailers in the village for 
30 days 


Also to be decided is whether a two-year 


"grace period" for construction of ac- 
cessory buildings to house large trailers is

"THIS IS OUR regular meeting. But

make posters boosting the park district 
referendum." 


Presently Buffalo Grove's parks are su- 


pervised by the park commission, an arm 
of the village board. All funds for the 
parks are supplied from village coffers. 


If the voters choose to create a separate 


park district Sept. 20, parks in Buffalo 
Grove would no longer be supervised by 
the village. 


INSTEAD, THE PARK district commis- 


sioners, acting as an autonomous group, 
would govern the parks. The park district 
would have bonding and taxing power. 


According to Ted Kavadas, head of a 


park district consulting firm, the creation 
of a separate park district would mean a 
maximum additional tax of about $18 a 
year. Kavadas said he expected "no 
serious problems in getting the referen- 
dum passed." 


Last month the park commission asked 


the village board to allocate $1,000 to pub- 
licize a campaign promoting passage of 
the referendum. Included in that amount 
was a consulting fee to be paid to Ka- 
vadas. 


Hawever, Village Atty. Richard Raysa 


said it would be illegal to use the public 
funds in a campaign. As a result Kavadas 
has not been retained by the commission.

Factions on both sides of Wheeling's 


trailer ordinance controversy will have to 
wait a little longer before learning the fi- 
nal outcome of the dispute. 


Members of both groups were ready for 


a decision at last Monday's village board 
meeting. However, the board postponed a 
decision on any part of the ordinance be- 
cause Village Planner Thompson Dyke 
was absent from the meeting. 


The trustees wanted Dyke there during 


the discussion of the proposed ordinance 
because it was Dyke who drew up the pro- 
posed ordinance. 


DYKE IS ON vacation, but is expected 


to return Monday. Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon said board discussion of the ordi- 
nance would be scheduled only after he 
conferred with Dyke on a meeting date. 


Monday the village board reviewed the 


proposed ordinance for possible points of 
contention, but did not reach any decisions 
on the final form of the ordinance. 


The proposed ordinance was drawn up 


by Dyke after public hearings were held 
by the zoning board of appeals. 


Dyke's ordinance would allow recrea- 


tional trailers up to 32 feet long to be kept 
within the village limits. 


Existing ordinances bar trailers of any 


type from within village limits, even if 
they are stored indoors. That law is too 
broad to stand up in court, however, 
Wheeling Police officials claim. 


Under Dyke's proposed ordinance, trail- 


ers shorter than 22 feet could be parked in 
a backyard if properly screened. Larger 
trailers would have to be housed in ac- 
cessory buildings. 


EVEN THE NEW ordinance would not 


allow people to live in trailers in the vil- 
lage, however. 


Two citizens' groups have formed since 


discussion of the ordinance began.- One 
headed by D. Wray Peal, wants Dyke's 
proposal passed by the village board. The 
other group, headed by Wilfred Sommer, 
opposes trailers parked in backyards. 


Sommer pointed out at Monday's meet- 


ing that Dyke attended only one of the two 
public hearings held on the proposed ordi- 
nance. He charged that Dyke followed the 
recommendations of Peal's group and ig- 
nored testimony of those opposing trailers. 


Peal did provide Dyke with definitions 


a n d 
recommendations 
from 
national 


camping groups. 


AT MONDAY'S meeting, Scanlon told 


the audience that the trustees could not 
speak for the planner, or explain his rec- 
ommendations. 


"We, the board will also have our rec- 


ommendations," Scanlon said. 


While the board did not act on the ordi- 


nance Monday, the trustees did list ques- 
tions they wanted to ask Dyke and sec- 
tions of the proposed ordinance that they 
might change. 


Trustee Roger Strieker pointed out that 


the definition of a motor home did not ex- 
clude school buses 


Other trustees questioned wording of one 


section which would allow a trailer to be 
parked in a driveway for four days over a 
weekend. 


STRICKER ALSO suggested 
that the 


maximum length of legal trailers be re- 
duced from 32 feet. 


Trustee Peter Egan noted a discrepancy 


in fencing or screening requirements. 
Egan noted that the ordinance would allow 
eight-foot trailers but only six-foot high 
screening. Because of those limits an 
eight-foot trailer would extend two feet 
higher than the screening, even though the 
ordinance requires the screening be at 
least as high as the trailer. 


The trustees also objected to allowing 


visitors to park trailers in the village for 
30 days. 


Also to be decided is whether a two-year 


"grace period" for construction 
of ac- 


cessory buildings to house large trailers is 
too long.

Heights. 


FORMERLY HOLDING these favored 


positions were the two candidates end- 
orsed by the Democrat committeemen in 
the state's Third Senate District, followed 
by the two Republicans endorsed by the 
Republican Central Committee of Cook 
County. 


Eugene Griffin of Arlington Heights, 


o ce at the pinnacle, has dropped to sev- 
enth place. Thomas J. Johnson Jr. of Bar- 
rington had followed Griffin in second 
place and still follows him, but in eighth 
place. 


Mrs. Virginia Macdonald of Arlington 


Heights, third on the ballot, wound up fifth 
from the bottom. William Engel'iardt of 
Inverness, went from fourth place to sev- 
enth from the bottom. 


Lester Bonaguro of Arlington Heights re- 


mained in the fifth place through the 
three-hour lottery system of selecting bal- 
lot placements. 


The state Electoral Board had been or- 


dered by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Friday to hold a lottery to determine 
ballot positions for candidates to Con-Con. 


PAUL POWELL, secretary of state had 


been charged with granting preferential 
placement on the Con-Con ballots to politi- 
cal friends. 


The court, acting on a suit filed by Chi- 


cago Atty. Bernard 
Weisberg, indeed 


found "discrimination employed" in the 
proposed order of names on the ballot for 
the Sept. 23 primary. 


Powell then opposed the lottery method 


of selecting placements as ordered by the 
court and Jack Cassidy of Peoria, attor- 
ney for Powell, asked the court to vacate 
the order on lottery. 


The same three judges who originally 


ordered the unique election lottery turned 
down the motion to vacate that order. The 
judges rejected arguments that a lottery 
system is illegal and unprecedented. 


The judges said their lottery system 


could be conducted "within a matter of 
hours" by the secretary of state, "and de- 
lay in the timetable of the Constitutional 
Convention rests in the hands of the secre- 
tary of state," they said. 


THE ELECTORAL BOARD, made up of 


the state's top officers, including Po.vell, 
met Monday to consider Friday's court 
ruling but recessed until Tuesday to await 
outcome of the motion to vacate. The 
board then met late Tuesday night to draw 
names and certify ballots. 


The Electoral Board's vote on using the

Kiddle, who has lived in Buffalo Grove 


since 1964, has never sought an elective 
office previously. 


Presently, Gene Muryn, the new chair- 


man of the Buffalo Grove Park Commis- 
sion, and Mrs. Darlene Tufano, a member 
of the commission, are circulating candi- 
dates' petitions. 


Candidates have until Sept. 5 to file as 


candidates. Petitions for candidates may 
be obtained from the Buffalp Grove village 
clerk's office. The petitions, with 25 signa- 
tures, must be turned in to the court clerk 
at the Lake County Circuit Court in 
Waukegan. 


Tonight at 8 the park commission will 
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hold a public meeting in the Emmerich 
Park building. 


"THIS IS OUR regular meeting. But 


we're inviting the public and representa- 
tives of civic groups to attend," said Mrs. 
Tufano. "We hope to discuss the campaign 
immediately." 


She added, "We plan to hold coffees, 


make appearances at public meetings and 
make posters boosting the park district 
referendum." 


Presently Buffalo Grove's parks are su- 


pervised by the park commission, an arm 
of the village board. All funds for the 
parks are supplied from village coffers. 


If the voters choose to create a separate 


park district Sept. 20, parks in Buffalo 
Grove would no longer be supervised by 
the village. 


INSTEAD, THE PARK district commis- 


sioners, acting as an autonomous group, 
would govern the parks. The park district 
would have bonding and taxing power. 


According to Ted Kavadas, head of a 


park district consulting firm, the creation 
of a separate park district would mean a 
maximum additional tax of about $18 a 
year. Kavadas said he expected 
"no 


serious problems in getting the referen- 
dum passed." 


Last month the park commission asked 


the village board to allocate $1,000 to pub- 
licize a campaign promoting passage of 
the referendum. Included in that amount 
was a consulting fee to be paid to Ka- 
vadas. 


Hawever, Village Atty. Richard Raysa 


said it would be illegal to use the public 
funds in a campaign. As a result Kavadas 
has not been retained by the commission. 


Hold Trailer Law 


Factions on Ixrth sides of Wheeling's 


trailer ordinance controversy will have to 
wait a little longer before learning the fi- 
nal outcome of the dispute. 


Members of both groups were ready for 


a decision at last Monday's village board 
meeting. However, the board postponed a 
decision on any part of the ordinance be- 
cause Village Planner Thompson Dyke 
was absent from the meeting. 


The trustees wanted Dyke there during 


the discussion of the proposed ordinance 
because it was Dyke who drew up the pro- 
posed ordinance. 


DYKE IS ON vacation, but is expected 


to return Monday. Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon said board discussion of the ordi- 
nance would be scheduled only after he 
conferred with Dyke on a meeting date. 


Monday the village board reviewed the 


proposed ordinance for possible points of 
contention, but did not reach any decisions 
on the final form of the ordinance. 


The proposed ordinance was drawn up 


by Dyke after public hearings were held 
by the zoning board of appeals. 


Dyke's ordinance would allow recrea- 


tional trailers up to 32 feet long to be kept 
within the village limits. 


Existing ordinances bar trailers of any 


type from within village limits, even if 
they are stored indoors. That law is too 
broad to stand up in court, however, 
Wheeling Police officials claim. 


Under Dyke's proposed ordinance, trail- 


ers shorter than 22 feet could be parked in 
a backyard if properly screened. Larger 
trailers would have to be housed in ac- 
cessory buildings. 


EVEN THE NEW ordinance would not 


allow people to live in trailers in the vil- 
lage, however. 


Two citizens' groups have formed since 


discussion of the ordinance began. One 
headed by D. Wray Peal, wants Dyke's 
proposal passed by the village board. The 
other group, headed by Wilfred Sommer, 
opposes trailers parked in backyards. 


Sommer pointed out at Monday's meet- 


ing that Dyke attended only one of the two 
public hearings held on the proposed ordi- 
nance. He charged that Dyke followed the 
recommendations of Peal's group and ig- 
nored testimony of those opposing trailers. 


Peal did provide Dyke with definitions

camping groups. 


AT MONDAY'S meeting, Scanlon told 


the audience that the trustees could not 
speak for the planner, or explain his rec- 
ommendations. 


"We, the board will also have our rec- 


ommendations," Scanlon said. 


While the board did not act on the ordi- 


nance Monday, the trustees did list ques- 
tions they wanted to ask Dyke and sec- 
tions of the proposed ordinance that they 
might change. 


Trustee Roger Strieker pointed out that 


the definition of a motor home did not ex- 
clude school buses. 


Other trustees questioned wording of one 


section which would allow a trailer to be 
parked in a driveway for four days over a 
weekend.

STRICKER ALSO suggested that the 


maximum length of legal trailers be re- 
duced from 32 feet. 


Trustee Peter Egan noted a discrepancy 


in fencing or screening 
requirements. 


Egan noted that the ordinance would allow 
eight-foot trailers but only six-foot high 
screening. Because of those limits an 
eight-foot trailer would extend two feet 
higher than the screening, even though the 
ordinance requires the screening be at 
least as high as the trailer. 


The trustees also objected to allowing 


visitors to park trailers in the village for 
30 days. 


Also to be decided is whether a two-year 


"grace period" for construction of ac- 
cessory buildings to house large trailers is 
too long.

FORMERLY HOLDING these favored 


positions were the two candidates end- 
orsed by the Democrat committeemen in 
the state's Third Senate District, followed 
by the two Republicans endorsed by the 
Republican Central Committee of Cook 
County. 


Eugene Griffin of Arlington Heights, 


o ce at the pinnacle, has dropped to sev- 
enth place. Thomas J. Johnson Jr. of Bar- 
rington had followed Griffin in second 
place and still follows him, but in eighth 
place. 


Mrs. 
Virginia Macdonald of Arlington 


Heights, third on the ballot, wound up fifth 
from the bottom. William Engelhardt of 
Inverness, went from fourth place to sev- 
enth from the bottom. 


Lester Bonaguro of Arlington Heights re- 


mained in the fifth place through the 
three-hour lottery system of selecting bal- 
lot placements. 


The state Electoral Board had been or- 


dered by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Friday to hold a lottery to determine 
ballot positions for candidates to Con-Con. 


PAUL POWELL, secretary of state had 


been charged with granting preferential 
placement on the Con-Con ballots to politi- 
cal friends. 


The court, acting on a suit filed by Chi- 


cago Atty. Bernard Weisberg, indeed 
found "discrimination employed" in the 
proposed order of names on the ballot for 
the Sept. 23 primary. 


Powell then opposed the lottery method 


of selecting placements as ordered by the 
court and Jack Cassidy of Peoria, attor- 
ney for Powell, asked the court to vacate 
the order on lottery. 


The same three judges who originally 


ordered the unique election lottery turned 
down the motion to vacate that order. The 
judges rejected arguments that a lottery 
system is illegal and unprecedented. 


The judges said their lottery system 


could be conducted "within a matter of 
hours" by the secretary of state, "and de- 
lay in the timetable of the Constitutional 
Convention rests in the hands of the secre- 
tary of state," they said. 


THE ELECTORAL BOARD, made up of 


the state's top officers, including Powell, 
met Monday to consider Friday's court 
ruling but recessed until Tuesday to await 
outcome of the motion to vacate. The 
board then met late Tuesday night to draw 
names and certify ballots. 


The Electoral Board's vote on using the 


lottery system was six to one, Powell still 
objecting.

This was quite clearly a 
direct violation of the concepts of the 
democratic process and an abrogation of 
the responsibilities delegated to the elect- 
ed officials by the city of Rolling Mead- 
ows.

State Police Asked To Aid 


A letter calling for help from the Illinois 


State Police in the control of large dump 
trucks passing through the suburbs has 
been sent by State Rep. David Regner, R. 
Mount Prospect, to James McQuire, su- 
perintendent of the state police. 


The letter, with copies to police chiefs in 


10 suburbs and to Joe Woods, Cook County 
Sheriff, calls for help "regarding the safe- 
ty of our Illinois citizens versus these men- 
aces of our roads." 


Regner began his campaign against the 


large vehicles when he received contin- 
uous complaints from local residents about 
the construction trucks. 


In his letter to McGuire, Regner lists the 


five most common violations reported of 
the trucks: speeding in posted areas, 
speeding in unposted areas, spilling loads 
on highways, covered vehicle plates and 
reckless driving. 


Regner then points out that all the viola- 


tions listed are adequately covered in pre- 
sent Illinois law. 


"With violations and penalties spelled 


out as they are in the statutes," he wrote, 
"I do not feel that further legislation is 
necessary. What is needed is strict en- 
forcement by the state, county and local 
law enforcement officials." 


Regner cited an Incident which occurred 


on Aug. 7 as an example of what can hap- 
pen. "A rock flew off one of these speed- 


ing, illegally loaded trucks and went 
through the windshield of a car driven by 
a friend from Barrington Hills. She was 
fortunate that she maintained control of 
the car and the only loss sustained was the 
damage to the car." 


Although Regner is concerned with the 


heavy truck traffic throughout the area. 
he mentioned the specific boundaries of 
Route 58, west of Mount Prospect Road 
and Route 62, north of Route 58. 


"I personally have witnessed many vio- 


lations," the representative said, "and 1 
do not feel it is any one hauler in particu- 
lar, but a general feeling of the truck driv- 
er — daring the automobile driver to com- 
pete with them."

Insurance1 rates for students in Dist. 211

When students pay their school fees next 


week, $4.75 of the $22 will be for insurance 
coverage during school hours and while at- 
tending school functions. 


The nonduplicating clau.se in last year's 


policy has been eliminated, making jjay- 
ment possible regardless of family insur- 
ance carried on a student. 


James Lawrence, Dist. 211 business 


manager, in explaining the new policy to 
parents at a July board meeting, said it is 
important for parents to file a claim with- 
in 30 days of an injury. "We have trouble 
collecting for a claim when parents and 
the physician make reports which are con- 
tradictory." 


A STUDENT MIGHT explain an injury 


to a physician and his parents explain it 
differently in their report. "This is be- 
cause parents and doctors don't see each 
other before the reports are filed," Law- 
rence said. 


School insurance covers a student while

lic. 


SCHAUMBURG Township is the last 


township to make an endorsement. Neigh- 
boring Elk Grove Township endorsed 
Young Aug. 2 and Palatine Township end- 
orsed Crane in July. The fourth western 
township, Wheeling, endorsed its favorite 
son, State Rep. Eugene Schlickman of Ar- 
lington Heights. 


In the eastern portion of the district, 


New Trier Township endorsed State Rep. 
Alan R. Johnston, Niles Township en- 
dorsed John Nimrod, and Northfield Town- 
ship endorsed Young. Evanston is not ex- 
pected to endorse. 


The other Republican candidates in the 


Oct. 7 primary race are Yale Roe, David 
Roe, 
Gerald Marks, Alban Weber, Joseph 


Mathewson and Lar Daly. 


SHOULD YOUNG pick up Schaumburg's 


endorsement, he could be considered a

BEFORE THIS SECTION OF the docu- 


ment can be called into action, however, 
owners of the property must show that 
their present facilities are inadequate. 
With its own water supply, Arlington Park 
can now easily meet the needs of the 
track, hotel and restaurant* on the proper- 
ty. 


Gulf and Western Industries, owner of 


Arlington Park, plans to further develop 
the area for commercial, multiple-residen- 
tial, entertainment and commercial-resi- 
dential purposes. When high-rise apart- 
ments or ofifce buildings begin to sprout 
on the property, the track's present supply 
may then be insufficient to meet the new 
demand 


This year's rainfall and new water stor- 


age facilities on .south Arlington Heights 
Road and at Ridge and Wing streets help- 
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ed the village meet this summer's water 
demand easily. Residents were not asked 
to refrain from sprinkling or to water 
lawns only on certain days. 


EIGHT WELLS NOW SERVE Arlington 


Heights, and next month the village will 
advertise for bids for the drilling of two 
additional wells. 


If and when Arlington Park requests ad- 


ditional service, an additional well or 
wells will undoubtedly have to be drilled. 
Gene Wilroth, director of public works, 
said that obtaining the additional water 
supply will be "no problem at all," but 
that it is impossible at this stage of devel- 
opment to determine just how much water 
would be needed. 


While a well and appropriate equipment 


could cost $175,000, by the time the park 
would need the service, the taxes from the 
entertainment-commtrcial complex would 
far overshadow the cost. Annual tax reve- 
nue from the park in the future could well 
top the $400,000 mark.

About 12 firemen would man the station 


at a maximum cost of $120,000 a year. The 
station, if constructed, would not only 
serve the park, but would be used in West- 
gate and other nearby areas. 


Police duties at the track will be limited 


to juggling race track traffic and head- 
quarters for the group would most likely 
be combined with the fire station. 


THE PROPOSED AGREEMENT to an- 


nex the revenue-rich park will bring funds 
to the village above and beyond the cost of 
promised services. After the public hear- 
ings scheduled for late August or early 
September and ratification of the agree- 
ment, Arlington Heights trustees must 
then decide the fate of the dollars flowing 
into the village. 


They can be used to stabilize taxes so 


rates will not increase, to start improve- 
ments earlier than would have been pos- 
sible or to lower the tax rate.

Wood River. He did a fine job for the 
city." 


Sands said while Barnett was here, he 


initiated a housing program with federal 
money in which an 85-unit high-rise apart- 
ment complex for the elderly will be built. 


He also initiated plans for a 40-unit du- 


plex complex to be built for low-income 
workers. 


"He worked closely with the Wood River 


Merchants Association in an effort to mod- 
ernize the downtown business district and 
I think it's starting to pay off now," Sands 
added. 


Barnett apparently left the job of city 


manager here under a cloud. Informed 
sources said that Mayor Lucien Ranger 
fought Barnett the entire three yers he 
served as city manager. In fact, Barnett 
reportedly didn't assert himself his first 
six months in office, but when he did, 
"things got done." 


GEORGE McCUNE, operator of a Gulf 


service station, said, "I didn't personally 
know the man, but I thought he did a fine 
job as city manager. And I don't even like 
the city manager form of municipal gov- 
ernment."

less parkng space as a builder would pro- 
vide if the store were built under one roof 
Aesthetically the shopping area would l<x>k 
much better under one roof rather then 
several separate buildings." Acting Village 
Mgr.

Barnett Praised

WOOD RIVER, ILL. - If Virgil Barnett 


was anything to this small industrial city 
of 11,700, nestled along the Mississippi 
River just north of East St. Louis, he was 
well liked by the people he served here. 


Barnett was city manager of Wood Riv- 


er for three years, from 1965 to 1968. 


His next assignment is village manager 


of Mount Prospect, although no date has 
been set yet for him to take office. 


Barnett reportedly was worried he 


might be up against tough civil rights 
problems in his new job, a problem he 
heretofore didn't have to cope with. There 
are no blacks in Wood River. 


R. T. SANDS, the present city manager 


who replaced Barnett, said of him, "He 
was highly thought of by the citizens In 
Wood River. He did a fine job for the 
city." 


Sands said while Barnett was here, he 


initiated a housing program with federal 
money in which an 85-unit high-rise apart- 
ment complex for the elderly will be built. 


He also initiated plans for a 40-unit du- 


plex complex to be built for low-income 
workers. 


"He worked closely with the Wood River 


Merchants Association in an effort to mod- 
ernize the downtown business district and 
I think it's starting to pay off now," Sands 
added. 


Barnett apparently left the job of city 


manager here under a cloud. Informed 
.sources said that Mayor Lucien Ranger 
fought Barnett the entire three yers he 
served as city manager. In fact, Barnett 
reportedly didn't assert himself his first 
six months in .office, but when he did, 
"things got done." 


GEORGE McC'UNE, operator of a Gulf 


service station, said, "1 didn't, personally 
know the man, but I thought he did a fine 
job as city manager. And I don't even like 
the city manager form of municipal gov- 
ernment." 


Clarence Dunn, manager of the Wood 


River Chamber of Commerce, said, "He 
was a very, very thorough man in the 
preparation and execution of his plans. 
Virgil was very intent on moving the city 
forward. He was a good organization man. 


I think he did a fine job for us in Wood 
River." 


Elenor Buchanan, editor of The Journal, 


a weekly newspaper in town, said, "I think 
he did real well. He certainly did a satis- 
factory job while he was here." 


MRS. DAVID WINNETT, office man- 


ager 
for the State Farm Insurance 


Agency in Wood River, said, "I think he 
did an excellent job." 


Pastor Clarence E. Gorman, pastor of 


the Gospel Tabernacle in Wood River, 
said, "Mr. Barnett did a good job for us 
while he was city manager." 


Miss Jean Deason, office manager for 


the Wood River Furniture Mart, said, "All 
I know is that he wouldn't do anything 
about all the alleys in town. Other than 
that, he served us well." 


Paul Camp, a local real estate broker, 


said, "I had no complaints about the man 
at all. He was a good municipal official." 


And Mrs. Kay Jarman, a housewife, 


said, "I didn't know Mr. Barnett, but I 
followed his work through the papers and 
thought he did a good job while he was 
here."

"A rock flew off one of these speed- 
ing, illegally loaded trucks and went 
through the windshield of a car driven by 
a friend from Barrington Hills. She was 
fortunate that she maintained control of 
the car and the only loss sustained was the 
damage to the car." 


Although Regner is concerned with the 


heavy truck traffic throughout the area, 
he mentioned the specific boundaries of 


Route 58, west of Mount Prospect Road 
and Route 62, north of Route 58. 


"I personally have witnessed many vio- 


lations," the representative said, "and I 
do not feel it is any one hauler in particu- 
lar, but a general feeling of the truck driv- 
er — daring the automobile driver to com- 
pete with them."

Five 
other helicopters were already under way 
carrying several dignitaries and their fam- 
ilies. 


Still waving and obviously stunned by 


their reception, the trio was helilit'ted to 
Meigs Field at 2:20 p.m. to continue then- 
triumphal trek across the country. 


Urge Zoning Talks 


The Mount Prospect Building Committee 


will recommend to the village board that 
the trustees discuss Salvatore DiMucci's 
request for a parking variation on land 
slated for a shopping center on the south- 
west corner of Golf and Busse roads. 


The building committee did not make 


a decision at last night's meeting because 
the case involves a discrepancy in the 
zoning ordinance. 


DiMucci i7 requesting a 3 to 1 parking 


ratio rather than the 4 to 1 ratio required 
for shopping centers by the ordinance. The 
ratio is four square feet of parking space 
for every one square f o o t of building 
space. 


If DiMucci builds a shopping center he 


is 120 parking spaces short of the 're- 
quired parking area. But he could build 
the same number of individual retail 
businesses on the same lot and provide 
192 more parking spaces than are re- 
quired by the zoning ordinance. 


If the businesses are under one roof, 


the parking ratio is 4 to 1 If the busi- 
nesses are not under one roof he is only 
required to provide a :i to 1 ratio. 


"DiMucci could subdivide his property 


into individual lots with more building and 
less parkng space as a builder would pro- 
vide if the store were built under one roof. 
Aesthetically the shopping area would look 
much better under one roof rather then 
several separate buildings." Acting Village 
Mgr. John Zimmerman said. 


"The 
ordinance 
regarding shopping 


centers and businesses is inadequate anci 
is not clearly defined. Plan commissioners 
and I are working to iron out the conflicts 
in the ordinance so that they are spelled 
out clearly," he said.

The approved plat of subdivision now 


only needs village board approval. Action 
on the plat should come next month.

has been represented by Moore throughout 
the negotiations. Land dedication and a 
mini-squabble over "one or many" devel- 
opments delayed the commission's approv- 
al for several months. 


Moore said at the beginning of the meet- 


ing, "Like a bad penny, I come back to 


haunt you again." He was slightly delayed 
in the past couple weeks as he struggled to 
obtain exact dimensions on the plat. 


THE 230-ACRE development is on the 


northern edge of Arlington Heights, north 
of Dundee Road. The property's northern 
edge straddles the Lake County line. 


In other action, the commission agreed, 


by a 5 to 3 vote, to approve a resubdivision 
of Kenroy-owned property at the southwest 
corner of Rand and Kennicott for a two- 
building development. 


The two lots will be used for a Park-It 


Market and Barnaby's, a franchised res- 
taurant. 


After the approval, attorney Howard

Vetoes Plat Control Bill 


Illinois Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has ve- 


toed a bill which was to have given munic- 
ipalities in Cook County increased control 
over developments in surrounding unin- 
corporated areas. 


Ogilvie vetoed HB 1249, an amendment 


to the "Plats Act," because poor wording 
in an amendment would have reversed the 
intent of the law, according to Paul Ham- 
«r, Wheeling Village Atty. 


Ogilvie did not say in his veto message 


that he would approve the bill as original- 
ly written, but Rep. Gene Schlickman said 
the governor has "assured me of his sup- 
port for the bill." 


A new bill, worded more carefully, will 


be introduced at an adjourned session of 
the Illinois General Assembly in October, 
Hamer told Wheeling trustees Monday. 


The bill, co-sponsored by Schlickman 


and Reps. Eugenia Chapman and David 
Regner, was requested by Wheeling offi- 
cials. 


The bill was intended to amend state 


law so that any division of land into two or 
more parcels within l'/z miles of a munici- 
pality that possesses an official 
map 


would have to be approved by that munici- 
pality's plan commission. The legislation 
would have applied only to Cook County. 


UNDKK PKKSKNT Illinois law, plan 


commission approval is needed only if 
land is divided into three or more parts. 
Because of this, a developer can circum- 
vent plan commission approval by selling 
his land one parcel at a time avoiding ap- 
pearance before any plan commission. 


Such property sales without plan com- 


mission approval would be prevented by 
the bill as Wheeling proposed it.

are a district responsibility, parents re- 
quested free buses at last month's board 
meeting. The board agreed to learn what 
the price tag would be before making a 
final decision, but did not promise a free 
bus system. 


The Rand situation is complicated by 


open drainage ditches and the lack of side- 
walks in the area. But other schools in the 
district are also plagued by Arlington 
Heights Road and a decision for a free bus 
in the Rand area could prompt requests 
from other parents. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the board will 


formally adopt a budget for 1969-70. A pre- 
liminary budget has been on file at the 
administration building for 30 days and a 
public hearing is scheduled at 7 p.m. to- 
day, immediately prior to the board ses- 
sion. 


Board members will also revise their 


rules for the coming year. The position of 
assistant superintendent has recently been 
abolished and administrative duties of all 
district directors will be spelled out. 


An amendment to the bill was added to 


exclude single lots of less than one acre. 
This was to protect the individual home- 
owners in rural unincorporated areas. 


However, the amendment as written by 


the Illinois Legislative Reference Bureau 
contained a confusing clau.se. 


That clause excluded "lots less than one 


acre in a subdivision." Hamer pointed out 
that "subdivision" could be interpreted ei- 
ther as a division of land into parcels or as 
a large residential development. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID a part time em- 


ploye made the error on the wording. 


If the word was intcrpi eted as a residen- 


tial development, builders could still get 
around plan commission approval, even 
under the new law. 


Hamer said the faulty wording is the 


reason behind Ogilvie'z veto. The amend- 
ment with the subdivision clause went un- 
noticed by the legislature. 


Hamer said the clause would not only 


have made the new law ineffective but 
might also have negated the existing law. 


Hamer told the village board Monday 


that he had not seen a copy of the bill with 
the amendment. 


"THE AMENDMENT goes beyond what 


was intended and the bill should be ve- 
toed," Hamer told the Wheeling officials. 
Hamer will prepare a corrected amend- 
ment to be incorporated into the bill at the 
legislative session in October. 


The intent of the bill is to give Wheeling 


and other municipalities greater control 
over both roads and developments near 
their boundaries.
